The affidavit filed on 12-19-05 under 37 CFR 1.131 is sufficient to overcome the Huotari 
reference. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for 
the rejections under this" section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-13, 27 and 28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Barnak et al 
(2003/0146479). The reference to Barnak teaches the inventive process including the formation of a 
MOSFET device with a gate dielectric, a first metal barrier layer having a thickness less than 5nm, and a 
second metal gate electrode overlying the metal barrier layer, such that the work function of the device is 
determined by the second metal gate material. See, for example, the discussion in [0034] of Barnak. 

Barnak also teaches the use of the claimed materials, and the barrier layer of Barnak would 
inherently provide the same protection from migrating impurities as claimed.
